The Cardiff Port Health Authority was constituted by provisional order of 
the Ministry of Health in 1882, becoming permanently constituted with extended 
limits of jurisdiction in 1994. The limits of the Port Health District extend 

om Sully Island to the Rhymmey River, the Authority having jurisdiction over 


all m8, docks, harbours and vessels within the said limits. 


The Fort Health Authority is invested with all the functions, rights and 


Liabilities of an Urban Fublic Health Authority under certain sections of the 


Fublic Health Acts, so far as they are applicable to waters, vessels, persons, 
goods or things on, or lamled from, any vessél within the said jurisdictim. 


In accordance with the instructions of the Ministry of Health, Sections 
I, V,; VI, VIII, XIV, XV and XVI of the report are not repeated in full, only

Water hydrant chambers on the dockside are protected by tight-fltting 
iron covers. Hoses used for supplying fresh water to shipping are regularly 
inspected by officers of the Port Health Department. Samples of the water are 
taken periodically and submitted to the Public Health Leboratory for analysis.

@ complete examination has been carried out, Miseased and wmesound articles of 
food are disposed of under the supervision of the food inspectors, “nen
